Check carefully 
to see that the varieties 
and sizes you ordered 
were shipped, or that 
proper substitutions were 
made providing we were 
authorized to make them. 
Be sure to keep the origi- 
nal copy of your order 
blank which serves as a 
packing slip and was re- 
turned with your order. 
We will need it in case 
of adjustment. 
You should make a 
special effort to do the 
planting when the nurs- 
ery stock is received. If 
conditions are unfavor- 
able for planting, heel 
the plants in the ground 
in a well-drained loca- 
tion. Dig a trench that 
is deep and wide enough 
to hold the roots. Re- 
move the plants from the 
package, cut all strings, 
and place their root sys- 
tem in the trench. To 
prevent the roots from 
drying out, work the soil 
thoroughly in and around 
the roots. Regardless of 
whether the soil is wet 
or dry, pour sufficient 
water in the trench to 
pack the soil closer to 
the roots. This will drive 
out air pockets, keep the 
roots moist, and in a good 
living condition.

Give Plants Enough Room 


Planting distances between trees depend primarily upon the type 
of tree, its purpose, the amount of rainfall, and the fertility of 
the soil. For example, trees planted in East Texas and the South- 
eastern States may be planted closer together than those of West 
Texas and New Mexico, because of the greater rainfall in the 
Eastern section. 
To make allowance for these factors, the following distances are 
recommended:
